Brilliant Electrical Display and 
Booming Thunder Got St. Louis- 
‘ ans Out of Bed. 


Deafening crashes of thunder, brilliant 
and almost continuous flashes of light- 
ning, and a terrific downpour of rain that 
approached a cloudburst in violence, awak- 
ened St. Louis at 3:30 o’clock this morn- 
ing to witness the.most violent storm thus 
far in 1904. The storm had been brewing 
since 1 o'ciock. 

In the 15 minutes afte? 3:30 o'clock .49 
inches of rainfall was recorded at the 
weather bureau. While this record has 
been exceeded several times, it Is an un- 
usually heavy rain. 

A small amount of hail fell, ut the hail- 
storm lasted only a few seconds.

Insist Road Must Be Built in Plateau 
of States. 


Action was taken at.a meeting of the 
Executive Commissioners’ Assocfation at 
the Indian Territory building Wednesday 
afternoon, declaring that unless the streets 
in the plateau of states were placed in bet- 
ter condition and the mud done away with 
the state buildings would be closed.

Fellow Workmen, Lowered in Bucket, 
Are Amazed to Discover Com- 
rade Little Hurt. 

After a fall of 3} feet in an 85-foot shaft, 
on the rock bottom of which he alighted 
on his back, Samuel O’Brien, aged 3%, 
lies in the City Hospital suffering only 
from minor bruises on his head and face 
and from lacerations on his hands. : 
He was takén to the top of the shaft and 
sent to the City: Hospital. His family, at 
2001 North Grand avenue, was notified.

HAVE been a miner all my life, and 
1 never was in an accident before. I 

work on the night shift in the Laclede 

Power Co.’s water shaft, at the foot of 
O'Fallon street. The shaft is 8 feet deep 
and 8 feet square. | 

Most of it has been blasted out of rock, 
and it has a rock bottom. We have just 
begun running a later shaft from the foot 
of the big shaft towards the Mississippi. 
When this is complete the water will be 
turned into the main shaft and the pumps 
of the new plant connected with it. 

I quit about 4 o'clock this morning, got 
in the big hoisting bucket and signaled the 
men to pull me up. 

I could see flashes of lightning at the 
mouth ofsthe shaft, and could feel the wind 
and some of the rain blowing down, so l 
knew there was a storm up above. 

Pretty soon the wind began to make the 
bucket swing towards the sides of the 
shaft. I put my hands out to keep the 
bucket from striking the sides too hard. 1 
could not see the sides of the shaft, but 
above I could see the lightning and down 
below the electric lights for the other men 
working in the side tunnel. 

l suppose the bucket must have struck 
one of the electric light wires along the 
side of the shaft so hard that the insula- 
tion was broken. 

l remember feeling something like an 
electric shock. The next thing I knew I 
was falling headlong down the shaft. 

I don’t know how far I had fallen when 
I suddenly made up my mind I would have 
to turn over or,Il would strike the rock 
bottom with my ; 

I succeeded in turning over twice.

It is the custom to 


sneer at the “‘fresh’”’ 
young man, the too- 
not the young wom- 
an; to decry their 
methods and man- 
ners, and even to de- 
plore their existence. 
Why have not the 
young men of today 
the courtly manners 
of an elder time, ask 


ors of a more chival- 
rous period. Why are 
not the young women 
the sweet, fair nonentities they ~are 
led to believe their grandmothers were? 
So far as the young women are con- 
cerned, the adequate answer MIies in 
the mere fact that they are not their grand- 
mothers. As a whole, they are, indeed, 
though it may be treason to say so, very 
great improvements on their estimable an- 
cestors. They are stronger physically and 
mentally, and thelr manners, while perhaps 
less formal, are more natural and more 
sincere. . 

The quality of ‘“‘freshness,’"" which some 
of them undoubtedly do possess in an un- 
pleasant degree, while it may not inspire 
liking, very often commands respect by 
what it accoomplishes—and no man or wom- 
an has ever accomplished anything without 
being considered ‘‘fresh’’ by some one. 


But there is a vast difference between the’ 


spirit of adventurous enterprise, which led 
such varying men as Napoleon and Hamil- 
ton and Beaconsfield, or to go further back, 


the captious surviv- | 


our good old friend Columbus—and the host 
of hardy adventurers that followed him— 
to success, and which might have been 
culled “freshness’’ by the slow-moving 
plodders of their different times, and the 
nonchalant impudence of some young men 
of today, whose originality ilies in disre 
garding all the traditions and conventions 
of the world they live in. , 

These are the persons who are really 
fresh in the most disagreeable sense of the 
word, who having more or less justifiably 
lost faith in themselves, assume that they 
need not therefore believe in anything and 
allow this ‘‘nil credere’ attitude to affect 
their daily association with their fellows. 

They do not believe that there are hon- 
est men in the world, and they proceed to 
exploit this pleasing theory to any man 
that will listen to them, often without any 
idea that they are being offensive. They 
express also a very general skepticism in 
regard to women and give their women 
friends the benefit of these views with no 
apparent consciousness of impudence, 

Very generally, too, they succeed in get- 
ting a hearing for the choice barroom phil- 
osophy without meeting with the rebuke 
it deserves. For “freshness’’ unsupported 
by any justifying excellence behind it. 
often wins an easy way where merit, if 
checked, as it often is by diffidence, has 
a hard, slow road to travel.

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To Regulate Railway Rates-- Regulate Them. 


A Strong Seateanent by Charles A. Prouty, Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sioner—The Recent Rises in Railway Rates Have Cost the Peo- 
ple an Additional $155,000,000 in.a Single Year— 
“An Arbitrary Tax Upon the People.” 


“There is but one way to regulate rail- 
way charges, and that is to regulate them. 
If a rate is found unreasonable, a reason- 
sonable rate must be put in place of it. 
This method is legal, as has been affirmed 


by courts without number. It is feasible. 
Every civilized country im the world em- 
ploys it today except our/own. Even the 
Dominion of Canada, within the past year, 
has adopted that system. [t is just to all 
parties, and no other system is.” 

This strong language is employed by 
Charles A. Prouty of the interstate com- 
merce commission in an article in the new 
North American Review. 

The auditor of the commission, he says, 
has estmated that the advances in rail- 
way rates made during the past four years 
would, if applied to the movement of 
traffic for the single year ending June 30, 
1902. amount to $155,000,000. 

“This enormous sum,"’ says Mr. Prouty, 

“represents in most instances an arbitrary 
tax laid by the railways upon the public.” 
Hience he says: | 

I do not charge that any portion of this 
is unjust, but I do insist that, in view of 
the nature of the service which our rail- 
ways render and the circumstances urfider 
which their rates are imposed, some way 
should be devised by which the reasonable- 


ness of these charges can be investigated 
and passed upon by the government. This 
should be done cautiously; it should be 
done fairly; but it should be done. No 
other phase of the trust problem compares 
with this in importance. | 

It will be guessed that Mr. Prouty does 
net expect much relief from the decision 
in the Northern Securities case. ‘In all 
human probability,’’ he says, ‘“‘the North- 
ern Securities decision will not result fn 
the dissolution of a single railroad combi- 
nation now existing except the Northern 
Securities Co. itself, nor seriously interfere 
with the formation of other combinations. 
We are confronted with increasing mon- 
opoly, with advancing rates and with no 
relief in sight.”’ 

Competition did in the past secure re- 
duction in rates, if this was at times spas- 
modic and uncertain. It does so no longer. 
Even if railroads are prevented from form- 
ing formal combinations they will not now 
bid for traffic by cutting rates, save in very 
exceptional cases. Hence Mr. Prouty ar- 
rives at the rather remarkable statement 
which stands at the head of this article. 

Must the general government become the 
universal rate-maker of the railroads, to 
prevent their unduly taxing the public by 
irresponsible rate-raising for which com-

AUSTRIA OPENS HER | 


COLORFUL BUILONNG 


Seven of Thirteen Rooms in Imperial 
' Structure Are Devoted to 
Art Displays. 


One thousand guests have been invited 
to the reception from 4:30 to 6 o'clock this 
afternoon to inaugurate the Austrian gov-. 
ernment pavilion at the World's Fair. 

The Austrian building is entirely unique 
among the foreign structures at the Ex- 
position. Its architecture is of a type which 
has no counterpart in America. Its in- 
térior furnishings are magnificent and its 
exhibits extremely attractive. 

Ludwig Baumann, imperial government 
architect at Vienna, designed tiie pavilion. 
It consists of but a single story and is 
feshioned somewhat like a letter T. 

There are small towers on either side 
of the mdin entrance. The flags of Austria 
fly from beneath these towers. Two large 
sculptured figures guard the front doors. 
High iron fences, painted blue. screen the 
gardens. On the walls in rear of the 


gardens are frescoes showing Austrian girls 
of the types found in different sections 
of the empire. The gay coloring of these 
frescoes add largely to the uniqueness of 
the structure. i 

Such expressions as “riot of color” and 
“dream of beauty’’ fail to do justice to the 
interior of the Austrian building. There are 
13 rooms. Three of them are used to dis- 
play the government railroad exhibit and 
pictures of Austrian views. The other 10 
are artistically magnificent. Each individ- 
uai room was designed by a special arty 
tist or a separate society or schoo] of ar- 
tists and each has attempted to outdo the 
other in the en and bewilder- 

blending of colors. 
gg Beem of , rooms might be sald to be 
individual art galleries. One room is de- 
voted to the paintings of Polish artists, 
one to the works of the Bohemian artists, 
one to the Hagenbund, 2 society of Vienna 
artists; another to the Vienna Artists’ 
Association, Austria’s oldest art” society; 
another to the products of the government 
School of Art in Vienna, and finally another 
room to a display of the newest variety of 
art tapestries. 

Each room is decorated with a separate 
color scheme. .-The Bohemian room, show- 
ing the exhibit of the Arts and Crafts 
School of Prague, is in black and white. 
The Bohemian room is in inlaid oak. 

The front rooms, although not devoted to 
art displays, are exquisitely furnished. The 
reception hall, the central apartment, is 
hung with golden tapestry. A bust of Em- 
peror Franz Josef is its principal orna- 


iment. 


To the west of the reception hall.is a 
reception room. The decorations are in 
black and of quaint design. On a center- 
table is a marble bust of the late Em- 
uress Elizabeth, ". Wiegl, a celebrated Vi- 
ennese sculptor. t is said that there are 
only two of these statuettes in existence, 
and that the other is in the bedroom of 
Emperor Franz Josef. 

Baron von Stibral, commissioner gen- 
eral from Austria, will receive the guests, 
assisted by members of his staff and St. 
Louis friends. , 


MYSTERY IN REPORTED DEATH 


Health Officers of St. Louis and 
Springfield Baffled—Money Se- 
curerd From Relative. 


The police and health authorities of 
Springfield, Ill., are mystified by the dis- 
covery that reports received by a Mrs. 
Moore of Springfield of the death in St. 
Louis of her son-in-law, W. E. Elsberry, 
cannot be confirmed by the health authori- 
ties of St. Louis. 

Until two weeks ago Elsberry and his 
wife lived in Springfield. They’ then 
went to St. Louis. Mrs. Moore was greatly 
surprised last Thursday when she received 
a telegram purporting to be from _ her 
daughter, notifying her of the death of the 
latter’s husband and asking her for money 
to defray the expenses of taking the body 
to Springfield for -interment. A 

Mrs. Mooré’ immediately made. arrange- 
ments with a Springfield undertaker to take 
care of the remains, upon their arrival, 
and then sent her daughter $30. 

The following day another telegram was 
received by Mrs. Moore, also purporting 
to come from her daughter. The telegram 
stated that inasmuch as Elsberry had died 
of smallpox the St. Louis health authori- 
ties would not allow the remains to be sent 
to Springfield and requested an additional 
$50 to pay for the funeral in St. Louis. 

When friends of Mrs. Moore heard of the 
circumstances in connection with the sup- 
posed death they suspected that something 
was wrong and asked Health Inspector 
W. N. Sutton of Springfi¢ld to look into 
the matter. He wired the health authori- 
ties at St. Louis and ascertained that there 
ae no record of Elsberry’s death on file 
ere.

Much Corn to Be Replanted—Mead- 
ows Good, but Potatoes in 
Poor Condition. 


Srecial to the Post-Nispateh. 
COLUMBIA, Mo., June 2.—A special re- 


port issued this morning by Secretary G. 
B. Ellis of thé state board of agriculture 
on the condition of the Missouri crops dur- 
ing the last month is not encouraging. It 
says: 

Continued rags and low temperature have de- 
layed crops severa] weeks. Only 75 per cent of the 
entire corn crop hag been planted and because of 


poor germination much that has been planted has 
failed and replanting must be done. The condi- 
tion of the entire corn crop of the state is es- 
tluated at 70, five points higher than one month 
ago, but 11 points below the five-year average iast 
year. The condition June 1, 1003, was 74, four 
pinta higher than the sent. The present con- 
dition by sections is: Northeast, 74; northwest, 
G8; central, 70: southwest, 71; southeast. 76. 
While there has been a considerabie itmprove- 
ment in the wheat crep reported by correspond- 
ents in some sections, a like number in other 
sections report a decline, leavfhg the general av- 
erage condition for the state practically the same 
as one month ago, which is 8l,.or three poluts ve- 
low the five-year average. Compared with one 
year ago, the condition now is 12 above. Cowm- 
pared with tbe banner crop of 1902, it is 11 points 
below the high condition of that year. The poor- 
est is reported from Ray, Jackson and Lafayette 
counties in the western part of the state and Knox 
and Marion in the northeast. There has been 
much damage in Lafayette County on account of 
the Hessian fly and a large portion of the 
has been plowed up. The condition by sections 
iz: Northeast 79, nerthwest 77, central 81, south- 
west 82, southeast &3.

WILL INVESTIGATE HIS DEATH. 


Wm. Hantak’s Wife Charges She Was

The hospital records show, it is assert- 
ed that when Hantak was taken to the 
hospital his case was diagnosed as in- 
toxication and he was placed dn the 
observation ward. His condition became 
such in the afternoon that he was re- 
moved but he’ died soon afterwards. A 
post mortem examination is said to have 
revealed that his skull wag fractured.
